thus set forth, but upon careful inquiry to the 
principles of the Constitution and the acts of the 
Legislature the fallacy of those opinions are easily 
detected. 

The Constitution says that the Judges ‘should 
have honorable salaries ascertained aud established 
by standing laws’ It also ‘Permanent and | 
honorable salaries shall also be established by law 
for the Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court. It 
also says in relation to the Governor's salary, that it 
should be of ‘permanent value and established by 
standing laws,’ and in relation to these salaries it 
says—‘if it shall be found that any of the salaries 
aforesaid, so established are insufficient—they shail 
from time te time be enlarged as the General Court 
shali judge proper.” There are, it will be perceiv- 
ed, three questions Which arise. The first is, what 
is an ‘honorable’ salary. The second, what is the 
meaning of the word ‘permanent’ as used in the 
Constituiion, and thirdly, can the salaries of the 
Judges be diminished. 

By the Statute of Feb. 12th, 1721, the salary to 
be paid to the Chief Justice was three hundred and 
twenty pounds, about ten hundred and sixty-five 
doilars a year. The Constitution was the same 
then as it is now for it was adopted by the people 
of 1780, and in the part relating to the Judges of 
the Supreme Court has neither been altered nor 
amended. It follows, of course, then, that in 1721 
in the opinion of the Legislature one thousand and 
sixty-five dollars was an ‘ honorable salary.’ 

Also, by the Act passed ou the 27th of February, 
1790, the above named sum was increased to an 
amount which the Legislature of that year deemed 
‘ bonorable.’ 

Again, on the 20th of June, 1806, the salary of 
the Chief Justice was increased to twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars, which sum was deemed in the opinion 
of the Legislature of that year to be an ‘ honorable 
salary’; and on the 17th of June, 1909, the salary of 
the Chief Justice was increased to thirty-five Lun- 
dred doilars, at which sum it has remained ever 
since ull last year, and was considered an ‘ honora- 
ble salary.” Whence, it appears that different leg- 
islatures have varied in their opinions as to what 
amount of money constituted an honorable salary, 
and it is equally true that they were all correct not 
only inasmuch that the salary was honorable but 
that it was sufficient, for a simple glance at the 
names of our Judges will show that the Chief Jus- 
tice’s chair has been filled by men of as distinguish- 
ed legal ability as this Commonwealth could atiord. 
On this point then, as to what is an honorable sal- 
ary no question can arise. 

Secondly, in regard to the expression permanent 
salary established by law. The word ‘permanent’ 
used in the Constitution did not mean that the sal- 
anes should remain always the same, for the very 
next sentence says that they may be enlarged, and 
it is clear that if they were increased or diminished 
they could not be permanent. The true meaning 
of the word in that construction is in opposition to 
fluctuating and to the payment hy fees. It is well 
knewn that the value of the currency at the time 
when the Constitution was adopted was very fluc- 
tuating and uncertain. Such was the depression 
of the goveroment scrip that the most trifling arti-' 
cles cost several hundreds of dollars currency. It 
Was to guard against this depression that the word 
permanent was used, and in confirmation of this 
point itis only necessary to refer to the Act of 
1781, which, after reciting how much the Judges 
shall be paid, continues thus— And be it further 
enacted &c. that the sums mentioned in this act be 
computed in silver at six shillings and eight pence 
per ounce, and payable either in silver or bills of 
public credit equivalent thereto.’ Not one hundred 
and twenty pounds of the depreciated currency but 
one hundred 2nd twenty pounds in silver at six 
shillings and eight pence per ounce. This is the 
true interpretation of the word ‘permanent, and a 
sum thus permanent was to be established by law. 
So that the compensation of the Judges was to de- 
pend neither upon fees or perquisites or the flucu- 
ations of the currency. 

Aud now in regard to the question, whether the 
salaries of the-Judges can be diminished. The. 
Constitution says that if they are insufficiend they | 
can be enlarged, and of that there is no question. | 
If the Legislature in their wisdom think that the 
coinpensation of their public officers are insufti- 
cient, they, or rather the people who they repre- 
sent, have a right to increase that compensation to | 
whatever amount they think proper; and so too, if! 
the Legislature consider that the compensation of | 
their Judges is too much they have au equal right} 
to diminish it, The Constitution is silent on this 
point, and properly too, for it never could be sup- 
posed that the people have no right to diminish a 
salary when it is found to be more than circumstan- 
ces require. The Legislature have a right to make 

and repeal laws,and the repeal of a law which con- 
tains a repealing clause of another law, by a decis- 
jon of our Supreme Court, revives that other law. 
Now a simple repeal of the Statute of 1843 would 
revive the Statute of 1809, so far as it regards the 
salaries of the Justices of the Supreme Court, and 
who will say that the Legislature have not a right 
So to repeal in The Constitution certainly did not 
intend to restrict the action of the Legislature in 
the repealing of laws by themselves made. And if, 
it had intended that the compensation of the Justi- 
ees should never be diminished, it would not have 
been very difficult to have said so. Why is there 
wot to be found an expression in that instrument 
similar to that used in the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, which says, that the compensation of 


the Judges ‘shall not be diminished during their 
continuance in office.’ The plain reason that it

CONGRESSIONAL. 


Monpay, Jan. & In the Senate, Mr. Archer of 
Virginia, chairman of the Committee of Foreign 
Afiuirs, stated officially that there had been no ne- 
gotiation as yet on the subject of the Oregon Boun- 
dary ; that instructions had been given us the hasis 
of a negotiation by this government; that the Brit- 
ish government preferred to treat here; that the 
negotiation was transferred to Washington city; 
and that a Minister specially charged with the ad- 
justment of the matter, would be here and com- 
mence the negotiation in a few weeks. 

In the House, the whole session was spent in 
discussing the proposition to refund to Gen. Jack- 
son the fine imposed on him by Judge Hall, at New 
Orleans, The bill was finally passed by a strong 
vote, 128 yeas to 28 nays. 


Tuerspay, Jan. 9. In the Senate, Mr. Evans of 
Maine, from the Committee on Finance, reported a 
bill introduced by Mr. McDuffie, to revise the com- 
promise act, and otherwise to modify duties on im- 
ports, with a request that the Committee be dis- 
charged from the further consideration of the sub- 
ject. Mr. Evans said the Committee had no doubt 
that the bill could not originate here, and had in- 
structed him to reporta resolution accordingly. The 
resolution declares that the bill is one for raising 
revenue. ‘ 

In the House. the following resolution, offered by 
Mr. Semple of Indiana, was taken up for consider- 
auion : 

Resolved, That the President of the United States 
be requested to give notice to the British Govern- 
ment, that it is the desire of the Government of the 
United States to annul and abrogate the provisions 
of the third article of the convention concluded be- 
tween the Government of the United States of 
America and his Britannic Majesty the King of the 
United Kingdoms of Great Britain and Ircland on 
the 20th of October, 1218, and indefinitely contin- 
ued between the same parties, signed at London 
Gth of August, 1227. 

Mr. Semple stated his object to he to advise to 
the President to give notice immediately our desire 
to put an end to the joint occupancy of the Oregon 
Territory. After seme conversation as to the im- 
portance of the subject, it was agreed to make it the 
special order for Monday next.

The 
third clause of the section of the first article shall 
read in the words following: Representatives and 
direct taxes shall be apportioned among the several 
States which are or may be included within this 
Union, according to their respective numbers of 
tree persons, excluding Indians not taxed. The 
actual enumeration shall be made within two years 
from ue date of the adoption of this amendment in 
the manner provided by the Constitution, and 
within every subsequent term of ten years, in such 
manner as the Congress shall by law direct. The 
number of Representatives shall not exceed one for 
every thirty thousand, but each State shall have at 
least one Representative. 

The ewor which occurred in engrossing was only 
of two letters, but it altered entirely the intention 
ofthe Legislature.

CONGRESSIONAL. 

Wepnespay, Jan. 17th. In the Senate, petitions 
*vere presented for the construction ef a Dry Dock 
at Philadelphia, and for the reduction of the rates 
of postage. One of these was from Cincinnati, 
signed by several thousands. 

The House renewed the consideration of the mo- 
tion to reconsider the vote adopting a resolution, 
which wmstructs the Committee of Ways and Means 
to ascertain what sum will be sufficient to keep the 
snag boats employed on the Mississippi during the 
Yiscal year, and report an appropriation for the 
same. The motion to reconsider prevailed. 


Tuurspay, Jan 18th. In the Senate, a very in- 
teresting debate took place upon the Tariff, partici- 
pated in by Messrs. Evans, McDuffie, Woodbury, 
Huntington, and others. The merits of the discus- 
son thus far have been mainly as to the power of 
the Senate to originate revenue measures. 

In the House, the Report from the Select Com- 
mittee on Rules after slumbering for 
four days upon wie table, was taken up and discus- 
sed. 

Mr. Tiudson of Mass. participated in the dehate 
for three fourths of an hour in an able speech upon 
the right of petition and the power of Congress 
over the institution of slavery in the District. He 
regarded Congress as the local Jegislature—having 
the same power over the institunon of slavery, and 
all other subjects, not prohibited by the Constitu- 
tion, that the Staite legislatures have over State in- 
stitutions.

Fripaz, Jan. 19h. In the Senate, after several 
yetitions and communications had been received, 
Mr. McDuffie went into a long argument in defence 
of the bill to reduce gradually the duties under the 
present Tariffto the standard of the Compromise 
Act,in which he answered the gentlemen who 
spoke against the constituuionality of the origin of 
such a bill in the Senate. Mr. McDuftie spoke un- 
til alate hour, when the Senate went 
live scssion. 

The House proceeded to the consideration of the 
report of the Select Committee on Rules. Mr. Hud- 
son of Massachusetts, resumed his remarks. in 
which he took to refer to Mr. Madison’s 
opinion where he said that slavery was an evil and 
a curse, and weakened any State where it existed. 
He maintained that there was power to abolish sla- 
very in the District of Columbia. No gentleman in 
this debate. Mr. Hudson argued, had taken as strong 
grounds as Mr. Madison. _ i 

He was followed by Mr. Saunders of N. C.. who 
maintained that there was not power in Congress 
to abelish slavery in the District of Columbia. He 
would not tlhireaten any body, for he did not like to 
be threatened. But be would say if slavery was to 
be abolished here, it was time for the Sonth to

STATE LEGISLATURE. 

In the Senate, Jan. 20th, the communication of 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth, with the ac- 
companying papers, in relation to the 
documents distiibuted in the State Prison, wus or- 
dered to be printed.

‘Todd’s Head, 
as it is termed, is the most eastern part of the 
United States. 

The buildings and houses are generally con- 
structed of wood, and painted white, which 
gives the village rather a neat appearance. 
Some of the streets are rather irregular and 
narrow. The people are considerably engaged 
in commerce and the fisheries, though the fish- 
/ermen have not cone so much fora few seasons 
past as formerly, fish being very scarce. The 
temperature is variable and subject to sudden 
and frequent changes. In the summer it is fre- 
quently visited by a foggy atmosphere. It is 
said to be about ten degrees warmer in winter 
and cooler in sommer than in Calais some thir- 
ty miles north, probably owing to its insular 
situation. The winter this season has been 
unusually severe. The oldes inhabitant can- 
not recollect when there was so much ice be- 
tween the islands and the shore or floating in 
the hatbor. The tide rises and falls to the as+ 
tonishing height of twenty-five feet so that the 
harbor never freezes over. There is a bridge 
connecting the Island with the main land and 
the town of Perry, which is upwards of twelve 
hundred feetin length. Its present population 
isa fraction less than three thousand ; indeed 
I have been credibly informed that it never 
contained three thousand inhabitants, though 
Hayward, in his Gazetteer, sas put it down as 
five thousand. My sheet I perceive is full and 
I must of necessity close—the residue I must 
reserve foranother Jeter.

The principal school in the Centre District, kept 
by Mr. Bicknell, bas given entire satisfaction to 
your Committee in their several visits. The order 
is excellent, and the management of the school de- 
serves to be highly commended. The middle 
school in the Centre District, kept by Miss Tirrell, 
has appeared well and has afforded the Committee 
proofs of faithfulness on the part of the teacher. 
The Primary School in the Centre District, kept 
by Miss Burbank, appears as well, the Committee 
suppose, as could be expected, when the large num- 
ber of scholars is considered, in connexion yith the 
small room into which they are crowded. And 
your Committee would remark, in this connexion, 
that the accommodations of the three schools in the 
Centre District are much inferior to what are enjoy- 
ed by the other Districts in Town. They need 
more room,a want which will be provided for as 
soon asthe Town shall be ready to give up the 
whole of the present Town Hall to the use of the 
Schools. 

The three schools in the South District, the prin- 
cipal kept by Mr. Seaver, the Middle by Miss Olive 
Seaver, and the Primary by Mrs. Veazie,seem to be 
in a very excellent coudition, and have ail given 
entire satisfaction to your Committee. 

In the West District there are but two schools, | 
the principal, kept by Mr. Cummings,—which has 
continued to improve, in a gratifying manner, since 
ithas been under the care of the present faithful 
instructor,—and the Primary School, kept by Miss 
Nightingale. Both of these schools are quite large. 
Mr. Cummings baving on his list over one hundred 
different scholars, and in the Primary there are 
upwards of seventy. In this District there is no 
tntermed Your committee think, that in 


a late school. 
ahe course of the next year, it will deserve to be 
considered whether the interests of the District will 
mot be promoted by separating the oldest scholars 
an the Primary, and the youngest in the principal 
schools, and forming them into a middle school, to 
be under the care of a female teacher. 

The principal school at the Point, kept by Mr. 
Edwards, has given|proofs of considerable improve- 
mentin some of the branches taught. The Prima- 
ry School, kept by Miss Spear, has appeared very 
well. | 

The school at Germantown is a small one. It 
was kept through the summer by Miss Brown, and 
during the winter months by Mr. Atwood. It has 
Seen a pleasant school to visit, and your Committee 
are happy to be able to speak with confidence of 
the progress that has been made in this school in 
ithe course of the past year. : 

The Committee are sorry to be obliged to con- 
clude this report, by saying, that, in their opinion, 
the school in the North District is more backward 
than any in Town. The Committee do not under- 
take toaccount for this state of things, and far less 
are they desirous of casting blame upon any ; but 
they cannot think they have discharged their whole | 
duty until they have mentioned the Jact and called 
toitthe attention of those who are competent to 
correct the evil complained of. The school room 
presents a great want of neatness and cleanliness, 
the scats and walls are marked and otherwise de- 
faced, and there is a listlessness and want of inter- | 
est and ambition, on the part of the scholars, which 
the inhabitants of that Distret must desire earnestly 
to correct. The Committee are of opinion, that, if 
it were practicable to haye a school kept through 
the year, by one and the same person, thus remov- 
ing the necessity for frequent change of teachers, | 
it would prove a great advantage to the District.

Again, the report says, “ while the violators line passing 
of the license law should in every instance suf- 
fer the penalty, they are entitled to the benefit 
ofthe rule that the complaints shall be made 
by a person who has other grounds for his 
oath than ramor or suspicion.” What were 
the facts sworn to before the Committee? The 
report informs us that, “one person (Stephen

pally upon representations made to him by 
others.” Mr. Spear had Issued one hundred 
and twenty-nine warrants against three persons.

David M. Durgin and George Littlefield,) who 
ina large majority of the cases, had no person- 
ai knowledge on which to found a complaint.

THE. COMMITTEELC’S. REPORT. 


We last week all the information in our 


possession relative to the report of the Committee 


gave 


in the case of Justin Spear, Esq., but some wisea- 
cres would have it that we had given quite a differ- 
ent version from their decision. We have, there- 
fore, annexed the report itself, and others can now 
judge whetherthere is material difference in saying 
“that the petitioners had leave to withdraw”—then 
the literal version of the report, which is—* that the 
petitioners failed to substantiate the charges they 
made.” The censure part was not known to our 


informant ;: but, in due time, we should bave pub- 


lished the whole truth, and thus have saved our 
sensitive friends the trouble they have taken in the 
matter. 

REPORT. 

The petitioners were required to make a specifi- 
cation of the charges against said Spear. ‘These 
charges set forth that the said Spear had acted cor- 
ruptly in his official character; that he had urged 
persons to make complaints on which he had issued 
warrants ; that, in inany instances, Wiese complaints 
were wholly unsupported by evidence; that in the 
trial of criminal prosecutions, he had manifestly 
and wantonly decided against plain rules of law 
and evidence ; that he had perverted his commision 
to trading and speculating purposes, and that he is 
ignorant of the laws and duties of bis office, and 
incompetent to discharge them. 

It appeared from the evidenee, that since the 9th 
day of February lust, said Spear had issued one 
hundred and twenty-nine warrants against three 
persons for violations of the Jicense laws. Upen 
these complaints there were sixty-five congictions 
and sixty-four acquittals. 

Of the whole number, sixty-five were against 
Minot Thayer, thirty-six against George Penniman, 
and twenty-eight against Otis Wright. The war- 
rants were all issued upon the complaints of three 
individuals, who, in a large majority of the cases, 
had -no personal knowledge on which to found a 
complaint. One person testified, that he had insti- 
tuted eighty or ninety complaints, principally upon 
representations made to him by others. While the 
violators of the license laws should, in every in- 
stance, suffer the penalty, they are entitled to the 
benefit of the rule, that the complaint shall be made 
by a person who has other grounds for his oath 
than rumor or suspicion. It did not, however, | 
appear that these complaints were instituted at| 
the request of Mr. Spear, or that there was any | 
corruption in granting warrants thereon. 

Your committee are of opinion, that the petition- | 
ers failed to substantiate the charges they made; yet | 
the examination fully convinced them, that the con- 
duct of Mr. Spear tended to impair the confidence 
of the people in the tribunals of the Commonwealth. 

While they do not consider the4present a proper 
occasion to exercise the power of impeachment or 
address, they are equally satisfied that the official 
course of Justin Spear was injudicious, unbecoming 
a magistrate of the Commonwealth, and deserving 
of severe reprehension. :

Lemuel Williams, Esq., a lawyer of this city, for- 
merly a member of our State Senate, and lately 
Collector of the Customs at New Bedford, and Hon. 
Henry Crocker of Barnstable, late Collector of that 
Port, and more recently one of the Governor’s 
Council, are named here as successors to Mr. Ran- 
toul,---Loth worthy men. I have little doubt but 
What a change will be affected in a few days. 

The late session of our Legislature was brought 
to a close on Saturday evening last, continuing 
seventy-five days, including Sundays. Among the 
bills passed, the most important one is for laying 
a State tax of seventy-five thousand dollars the 
present year. 

The Insolvent Law has undergone some impor- 
tant changes. As the law now stands, it prohibits 
any debtor from obtaining a full discharge, unless 
his assets yield fifty per cent, without the assent of 
a majority in value of his creditors;and a discharge 
a second time is not allowed without the assent of 
a majority of his creditors. The features of this 
new law seem marked with impartiality, neither 
favoring too much the debtor nor creditor. 

All the bills reported by the committee on Banks 
and Banking have been passed, and in consequence 
capital stocks have been reduced to the amount of 
one million and seventy thousand dollars. The 
capital stock of one bank, however, has been in- 
creased a millicn, so that the State will lose only 
the tax on seventy thousand dollars of bank stock, 
while greater security and protection has been given 
the people. 

Most of the Insurance offices appear to be adopt- 
ing the mutual principle, and nearly all the Boston 
offices have applied for and obtai: ed leave to change 
their systems of operations in conformity thereto. 
A number of companies have also been chartered 
for the purpose of engaging in the Life Insurance 
business—a subject which is engaging general at- 
tention at the present time, and of the utility of 
which there appears to be but one opinion, and that 
a favorable one. 

A number of bilis have been enacted to establish 
railroads ; and, taken as a whole, we may justly say 
that the late session is deserving of the praise—a 
rare compliment, by the bye—of having aeccom- 
plished a great deal of business in a short space of 
time, comparatively speaking. .

GEN. JACKSON’S 
As the question of refunding to Gen. Jacks

A Brit- 
ish force had ban landed at Pensacola, in the 
adjoining pretended neutral but really hostile 
Terrstory of Florida. The British commands 
er there, had, by his emissaries, endeavored to 
foment discord and treason among the people of 
Louisiana. He had issued a proclatnation to 
them, in which he announced the approaching 
arrival of a large British force to take possess 
sion of the country, and invited the Spaniards, 
Frenchmen, htalians and Englishmen residing 
in Lovisiana to make common cause with the 
invaders, promising relief from taxation, guar- 
antees for their laws, religion and propertys 
Copies of this préclamation were distribated 
over the whole country between Mobile river 
and the Mississippt. The British were per- 
mitted to garrison the forts of Pensacola, Floti- 
da being then a Spanish Province. It was not 
ceded to the United States until 1821. Jacks 
son had determined to occupy Pensacola in or- 
der to deprive the enemy of a place of refuge, 
and he accordingly marched thither. drove out 
the enemy, destroyed the fortifications, and then 
returned to Mobile. Soon after he proceeded 
to New Orleans where he arrived on the 2d of 
Dex ember, 1814.
